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T here were celebrations 
across the borough as 
five of Hackney's 
schools were praised as 
outstanding by Ofsted. 

St Mary's Church Of 
England Primary School in 
Stoke Newington; Millfields 
Community School Primary in 
Lower Clapton; Yesodey 
Hatorah Senior Girl School in 
Stamford Hill; Mossbourne 
Community Academy in 
Hackney Downs; and 
Wentworth Nursery School in 
south Hackney were all 
described as 'providing 
outstanding education, 
childcare and skills'. 

The schools gained top 
marks in all the categories 


considered by government 
inspectors: overall 
effectiveness, achievements 
and standards, quality of 
provision, leadership and 
management, and personal 
development and well-being. 

St Mary's in Lordship Road, 
N1 6, is a smaller-than-average 
school with just 1 74 pupils. 
Just over a third of pupils, 
speak English as an additional 
language and a quarter have 
learning difficulties. 

Ofsted inspectors said the 
school 'enables all pupils to 
excel both socially and 
academically.' It also 
highlighted the excellent 
leadership of the head and 
deputy head who 'set out the 


highest expectations.' 

Deputy Head, Claire 
Eskelson, said: "We are 
extremely proud to have been 
recognised as an outstanding 
school. Our ethos is 
underpinned by strong 
Christian values which 
permeate our community and 
perhaps most importantly, 
everybody working towards 
common goals." 

She also attributed the 
school's success to 'a clear 
vision, strong leadership, 
commitment to inclusion and 
a strong sense of community'. 

Millfields Primary School in 
Hillsea Street, E5, has a high 
percentage of pupils eligible

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T he man who helped 
Hackney's schools 
achieve a remarkable 
improvement in results has 
retired aged 64. 

Sir Mike Tomlinson 
stepped down as chair of The 
LearningTrust this month 
after five years at the helm. 

In that time, the number of 
failing schools in the 
borough has dropped from 
1 0 to one, three new schools 
have opened, and the 
number of young people 
gaining at least five good 
GCSE grades has shot up by 
22 per cent to 53 per cent. 

Speaking after his 
retirement party, Sir Mike 
praised teachers, parents and 
schoolchildren for the part 
they played in turning 
Hackney's fortunes around. 

He said: "There is an 
enormous amount of talent 
among Hackney's 
schoolchildren and our goal 
has been to tap into that and 
give young people an 
opportunity to succeed." 

Sir Mike, who grew up in 
Rotherham, South Yorkshire, 
and was the first in his family 
to go to university, added: 
"My own background is not 
too dissimilar to kids in 
Hackney. I know education 
gave me chances that I 
would never have had 
otherwise. 


"In Hackney we've worked 
so young people's talents can 
be identified, nurtured and 
maximised in whatever 
field." 

"The extraordinary 
commitment of staff in the 
Trust and schools deserves 
recognition; their work has 
really made a difference." 

Sir Mike also praised the 
role Hackney Council had 
played in working with The 
LearningTrust to turn 
education in the borough 
around. 

This includes securing a 
massive £1 60million to fund 
the Building Schools for the 
Future programme, which 
will rebuild or refurbish 
every secondary school in 
Hackney by 201 5. 

Sir Mike said the majority 
of parents in the borough 
'now believe there is a real 
benefit to keeping their child 
in a Hackney secondary 
school'. 

He said: "Mayor Jules Pipe 
has been a major force for 
good in bringing that change 
into place and the 
partnership between The 
LearningTrust and the local 
authority has been a good 
one." 

Sir Mike, who came out of 
retirement as Ofsted's chief 
inspector of schools to lead 
The LearningTrust, added 
teachers' morale was now 


high and schools had 
benefited from on-going 
financial stability. 

The Learning Trust's 
contract to provide 
education services in 
Hackney ends in 201 2, and 
looking to the future, Sir 
Mike said: "I could see a 
time when the London 
Borough of Hackney could 
resume its responsibilities as 
a Local Education Authority." 

But he added the final 
decision rested with the 
Secretary of State for 
Education. 

Colleagues and teaching 
staff marked Sir Mike's 
retirement with an emotional 
farewell dinner at Lord's 
cricket ground, and Sir Mike 
admitted Hackney will 
always have a special place 
in his heart. 

He said: "Hackney's in my 
blood now. So I've become 
the Patron of the Trust. It's 
been a real honour and 
pleasure to be associated 
with the borough." 

Richard Hardie, a Trust 
board member since 2003 
and non-executive vice 
chairman of financial 
services firm UBS, succeeds 
Sir Mike as The Learning 
Trust's chair.

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New arts centre opened

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A new £8 million 

public art gallery - 
the first to be built 
in London since 1968 - 
has opened in Hackney. 

Rivington Place arts 
centre is also the UK's first 
public space dedicated to 
culturally diverse visual 
arts and photography. 

The eye-catching 
building in Shoreditch has 
been designed by award- 
winning Hackney born 
architect David Adjaye 
OBE. 

Speaking at the opening 
earlier this month, he said: 
"Rivington Place is hugely 
significant as it's my first 
completed arts building 
anywhere in the world. It's 
a natural addition to the 
East End's existing 
landscape of art 
institutions and reinforces 
the area's position as a 
national and international 
arts and culture 
destination." 

Rivington Place is 
supported by a £5.9 
million Arts Council 
England Lottery grant and 
is set to become an 
important national 
resource as well as a local 
cultural and social hub. 

The building celebrates 
the vision of two 
organisations - the 
Institute of International 
Visual Arts (Iniva) and 
photographic agency 
Autograph ABP - of 
establishing a permanent 
home to profile 
international issues and 
lead debate on diversity in 
contemporary art and 
photography. 

Professor Stuart Hall, 
Emeritus Professor, Open 
University and Rivington 
Place Project Champion, 
said: "Difference is 


complex - it alters and 
evolves, but does not go 
away. 

"Difference matters and 
will continue to matter, it 
provides an incredible 
source of richness, new 
ways of seeing and 
creativity. 

"Rivington Place is a 
landmark building which 
celebrates diversity and the 
exciting and essential 
contribution it makes to 
the visual arts." 

The building, which is 
the first new-build public 
gallery in London since the 
Hayward Gallery opened 
in 1 968, contains two main 
spaces for exhibitions, film 
screenings and talks. 

It also boasts the Stuart 
Hall Library; an education 
space; a photography 
archive; a cafe; and the 
offices of Iniva and 
Autograph ABP. 

Plus it houses 
workspaces for local 
creative businesses, 
sponsored by Hackney 
Council. 

The current exhibition, 
London is the Place for Me, 
runs until 24 November, 
and looks at migration 
through photography and 
moving image. 

It explores the presence 
of the many different 
immigrant communities 
living in Britain today and 
features work by Dinu Li, 
Keith Piper, Mona Hatoum, 
Harold Offeh and Leticia 
Valverdes amongst others.

This followed national 
recognition for the Benefits 
Service, which won the 'Most 
Improved Team of the Year' 
category at the IRRV Awards, 
held at the Hilton Brighton 
Metropole on 1 0 October. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, said: "I am 
delighted that residents are 
receiving such a good and 
improved service, which is 


getting better all the time due 
to strong leadership from 
managers and a relentless 
drive to raise performance." 

According to the latest Audit 
Commission figures, Hackney 
and the City of London jointly 
hold the top spot for being the 
fastest Councils to process and 
pay benefits applications in 
inner London. 

Today, it only takes 20 days 
to process and pay a benefits 
application in Hackney, much 
faster than a Government 
target of under 30 days. 

To make a new claim 
residents complete a form and 
go through the details with an 
officer - checks are made to 
ensure all the right 
information has been supplied 
and, if not, residents must 


produce it before the 
application can be fully 
processed. 

The Revenues and Benefits 
Service has been transformed 
since a change of 
management in 2001 , 
receiving Charter Mark status 
three years ago, and also 
hosting a visit by James 
PlaskittMP, Department for 
Work and Pensions minister. 

A high-profile publicity 
campaign increased the 
number of Direct Debit 
taxpayers from 33 to 40 per 
cent, a feat also commended 
last week at the IRRV awards.

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FAKE condoms found on 
sale in Hackney are 
exposing people to the risk 
of unwanted pregnancies 
and sexually transmitted 
diseases. 

The Council and condom 
manufacturer Durex issued 
the warning after 1 ,500 
packets of counterfeit 
condoms were seized by 
trading standards officers. 

The fakes were 
discovered on sale in corner 
shops and newsagents in 
Hackney after a member of 
the public reported 
concerns about a packet he 
bought locally. 

Shoppers are urged to 
check their purchases 
closely as the fakes come in 
perfectly copied Durex 
packaging.

"Obviously this discovery 
is very important, as 
counterfeit condoms do not 
protect against sexually 
transmitted diseases 
properly, and nor are they 
an effective contraceptive."

School life 

HACKNEY Downs (now the 
site of the Mossbourne 
Academy) began life in 1876 
as the Grocers' Company's 
School. 

It opened as a boy's school 
providing education for pupils 
aged seven to 1 5, with a 
yearly fee of £6. Looking at 
some of its records, it is 


interesting to see how much 
schools have changed since 
then - and how little. 

For example, the 1 879 
regulations give a list of the 
subjects taught. These 
include English Language 
and Literature, History, 
Mathematics and French - all 
familiar to current secondary 
school pupils. 

However, most modern 
schoolchildren do not study 


Surveying and Book- 
Keeping, or have after-school 
classes in Short-Hand and 
Water-Colours. 

There were some extra- 
curricular differences as well. 
Alongside music and sports 
clubs, a large number of boys 
belonged to the school 
battalion, which held 
parades and practised 
formations. 

However homework has 
not changed. According to 
the regulations, boys were to 
be set between 45 minutes 
and two hours a night - 
closely in-line with current 
Government guidelines. 

Modern teachers may feel 
sympathy with the plea in the 
1 879 regulations that: "Every 
boy's name must be legibly 
written in his cap, great coat, 
and umbrella; otherwise the 
Head Master cannot pretend 
to rectify mistakes 
concerning them." 

Moving forward in time, a 
clothing list from the 1 950s 



shows the standard school 
uniform of shirt, trousers, 
pullover and tie was firmly in 
place (except for the younger 
boys, who seem to have been 
stuck with shorts and 
stockings in all weathers). 

The school changed its 
name to Hackney Downs in 
1 905 and became known for 
its ambitious dramatic 
productions. 

However these had one 
unintended consequence. 

A fire on 1 9 March 1 963, 
probably started by theatre 
lighting, caused massive 
damage to two buildings. 
They were rebuilt and in 
1 969 the school went 


comprehensive, but was 
finally closed in 1 995 after 
well over a century of 
teaching. The Mossbourne 


Academy opened on the site 
in 2004.

Why go organic? 


SOME people still don't know exactly what organic means, 
or are suspicious when it's mentioned. 

Food that has been grown organically, has been done so 
without the use of chemical-pesticides and herbicides. 

These chemicals have damaged the environment: animal, 
bird and insect populations have been adversely reduced. 
Also the soil has been affected by these chemicals, so 
imagine the effect this has had on our bodies? 

Organic food is now widely available - it's not as expensive 
as it was, but we still need to pay a bit more for this type of 
food production. 

However, the best way to get a good deal is to buy produce 
at a market.

O ne of Hackney's 
most well-known 
companies is to be 
used as a business model to 
inspire others nationally.

Community Transport (HCT), 
which runs bus routes across 
the borough, has been 
named as a social enterprise 
ambassador by the 
government.

He originally 
joined HCT as a volunteer in 
1 990 when it had a staff of 
eight. 

It now employs nearly 450 
people and has an annual 
turnover of around £1 6m. 

Profits are re- invested 
back into much needed 
community transport 
services, such as Hackney's 
81 6 bus service, a 
partnership project with the 


Council. 

Many staff are Hackney 
residents who have used 
HCT's training programme 
for unemployed people to 
find paid work. 

Jude Winter, HCT's 
Deputy CEO, said: "Dai is 
exactly the right type of 
person to have in this role of 
social enterprise 
ambassador. 

"He has the ability to 


inspire people, to 
demonstrate the value of 
procuring services through 
social enterprises and 
convince leaders to take a 
more entrepreneurial 
position, while keeping the 
social aims of the 
organisation in the forefront.'

Crossrail on 

THE long-awaited Crossrail 
project to build a major new 
rail link across London has 
been given the go-ahead by 
Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown. 

Construction of the line, 
which will whisk passengers 
from Maidenhead in 
Berkshire to Essex via central 


track 

London, is expected to cost 
£1 6 billion and begin in 
2010. 

Trains are due to start 
running in 201 7 with up to 24 
services an hour into the heart 
of London from the east and 
west, improving rail links to 
the West End, City and 
Docklands. 


Crossrail will also boost 
international links by joining 
the city centre to Heathrow, 
London City Airport (at 
Custom House), Stansted 
Airport (at Liverpool Street), 
Gatwick and Luton Airports (at 
Farringdon) and the Channel 
Tunnel Rail Link (at Stratford). 

Crossrail's planned 1 1 8km 
track will have 37 stations and 
carry an estimated 200 


million passengers a year. 

The Government is 
providing a third of the 
money with the rest made up 
from borrowing against future 
fares and a levy on London 
business rates. 

The project is expected to 
create 1 4,000 new jobs 
during construction and boost 
existing regeneration plans in 
areas including theThames 


Gateway. 

Announcing the agreement 
on 5 October, Gordon Brown 
said: "For decades the idea of 
Crossrail - a major new 
railway connecting central 
London, the City and Canary 
Wharf to Heathrow and to 
commuter areas east and west 
of the capital - has been a 
long-held dream for business 
and Londoners alike." 

Mayor Ken Livingstone 
hailed the announcement and 
said: "Crossrail is not just a 
transport scheme, it is the key 
to the next 20 years of 
economic development in 
London."
